Contalaers holdlay hazacdous wast2 wust not be opened,
handled, cr stored Ln 4 eauner witica mav ruptace the concainer oc cauze
tt to leax. Expanslon of the waste within the containers due to gver-tilliag
may nave resulted Ln the discharge of nazardeus waste from these contalnerss
onto the soils.

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3. At the time of our investigation, you were unable to produce personnel

_{;records, as required by 40 CFR 265.16. Job titles, job descriptiong,

‘_‘ardesctiption of traiuing provided, and tralning records demcastrating
that personuel have been trained annually pursuant to the description
of training must be provided.

4. An inspection log for your contalner storage area 1s not maintained as
required by 40 CFR 245.174. You are required to iaspect your facility
at least once per week and evaluate the containers as well as the labeling
of the containers for potential violations.

5. A communication device should be located in the general area of your
.storage area to notlfy personnel of an cmergency at the accumulation
gite. Currently, you are in violation of 40 CFR 265.32.

8. At the time of our invastigation, your facility could not produce a Contingency
Plan and Emergency Procedures as required by 40 CFR 265 Subpart D. The
Contingency Plan and Emergency Procedures must contain the following
information: a) The action personnel must take te comply with 40 CFR
265.51 & 265.55 ip response to fires, explosions, or unplanned releases
of hazardous wastes; h) Arrangements agreed to by local police departments,
hospitals, contractors, and State and/or local emergency response teanms
as required by 40 CFR 265.37; c¢) Hames, addresses, and phone numbers
(both offlice and home), of all persons qualified to act as an emergency
coordinator; d) A list of all emergency equipment located at the facilirey
must be included in the document, which Lacludes the location, physical
degcription of each {tem on the list, and a brief outline of its capabilities;
e) An evacuation plan for facllity personnel where theraz is a possibilty
that evacuation could be necessary; £) Copiaes of the Contingency Plan
must be available on-gite to all employees and provided to all local
emergency organlizations identified; g) The emergency coordinator and
back up coordinator must also be ldentified witiiin the Contingency Plaa.

In addition to these violations, your facility is also in viclation of Rule
306 of Act 64, P.A. 1979, as ameuded. This rule requires all generators

to comply with contafnment requirements of 40 CFR 264.175. You must provide
for 10Z contalnment of the total liquid voluwe of waste that is accumulated.
For your information, [ have enclosed copies of those regulations that have
been cited in this write up.

Ae request that you respond to this letter Ly June 5, 1985, providing documentation
to this office regarding those actions taken, or to be taken, to correct

the violations cfted. Failure to have all violations corrected by August 18, 1936,
will result in these violations being submitted to the U.5. Eavironumental
Protection Agency for elevated enforcemant actions.
